Miss Henderson did not work and 
seemed to be supported by remit- 
tances, Miss Johnson said. Much 
of her time was devoted to putting 
in and answering long-distance tele- 
phone calls. 

Miss Johnson said that last Feb- 
ruary a man came to St. Louis and 
stopped at a hotel, remaining here 
several days, in which time he made 
frequent visits to Miss Henderson at 
the apartment house and was intro- 
duced to Miss Johnson as “Mr. 
Hall.” 

Miss Henderson left St. Louis 
three weeks ago, taking with her 
only a hand satchel and telling Miss 
Johnson she was going to Jackson, 
Tenn., for a visit. She left her trunk 
in the apartment and Miss Johnson 
understood she meant to return to 
St. Louis.

Remote Communities Hit. 

The brunt of the tornado fell on 
villages and remote farming com- 
munities, larger towns escaping dam- 
age. 

Until wire communication is re- 
stored over the devastated region 
the complete toll of dead cannot be 
accurately estimated. Fears were 
expressed, however, that the extent 
of the casualties might be increased 
with a complete check. 

Relief parties were at work today

Prescott is nother town in Hemp- 
stead County “hat may have been 
struck by the storm. A brief message 
received late last night said there 
were several bodies there, but it was 
not known just where the fatalities 
'/ occurred. In Texas the damage was 
in the vicinity of O'Farrell, a thickly 
sett' | farming community west of 
Atlanta. The dispatches reported an 
unknown number of persons killed 
and injured. 

Eleven bodies had been brought 
into Texarkana early today, it was 
reported. Four bodies had been 
taken to Hope from the storm dis- 
trict in that locality. Early news- 
paper estimates here placed the 
number of dead at approximately 39. 

At both Texarkana and Hope, 
measures were taken by municipal 
officials and citizens to afford relief 
for the storm sufferers. When re-

The roadbed as we proceeded 
toward Monterrey was good. Labor in Mexico is 
abdundant and cheap. It is no trouble to keep 
a roadbed up. We saw a trainload of Holstein 
cattle going in from the States. <All the Mex- 
fcan cattle ranches are without stock after the 
10 years of intermittent warfare. They must 
begin over again. 

Fortunately, as we set out across the desert 
the region about Laredo was having its first rain 
in months. What otherwise had been a hot and 
dusty trip was rendered cool and clean. The 
mesquite was waving its tender green leaves, 
the red and white blooms of the cactus lent 
color and fragrance to the scene, and whenever 
we stopped we could hear the mocking birds 
singing. I had not heard a mocking bird in 25 
years. Maybe we have them still about &8t. 
Louis—we used to have them over in Illinois 
when I was a boy—but if so I never hear or see 
one. Here they sang everywhere. but whether 
more beautifully than our own thrasher is at 
this season singing I have my doubts. 

Mexico forbids foreign ownership of land 
within less than 100 kilomters of her borders 
or 60 kilometers of her coasts. That is one of 
the things of which some of the Americans in 
Mexico complain. I tried to think of the @if- 
ference between that and the law just passed 
by popular vote in California which forbids 
Asiatics to acquire land in that State. You 
think {t over, gentile reader, and tell me what 
the difference is when I get back.

hope that is so, for no lovelier land lies under 
heaven. Gilbert Chesterton, looking out over 
the Meramec hills from Sunset Inn, said to me: 

“One's own country is always the most beau- 
tiful country. Perhaps England, famed for her 
beauty, is not prettier than this (sweeping one 
arm around the horizon). [I think it is, but this 
is your homeland, and to you this will always 
be more beautiful than England or any other 
place on earth.” 

One or two Mexicans came down with us. 
They could not restrain their love for Mexico— 
their praise of her beauty. Who could restrain 
that, if this lovely country. sometimes hung 
between heaven and earth like Nebuchadnez- 
zars hanging gardens, were one’s own country?

It had no “taint of legality’’ then, and no taint 
of legality yet attaches to it. 

Mr. Roosevelt's conduct in respect to Panama 
was unquestionably the most lawless act ever 
committed by a President of the United States in 
the realm of foreign affairs. 

The Panama revolution was not made in Pan- 
ama@ It was madein New York. The money that 
bought and paid for it was sent to the Isthmus 
from New York. 

The Hay-Herran treaty, which Mr. Roosevelt 
made the pretext for his predatory policy, was 
not framed either by John Hay, who was Secre- 
tary of State, nor by Senor Herran. who was the 
Colombian Charge d’Affaires. It was drafted by 
William Nelson Cromwell, who was the pald at- 
torney of the Panama Canal Co. In full knowl- 
edge that the Colombian Government was opposed 
to the terms of this treaty. Mr. Cromwell took 
Senor Iferran to Secretary Hay’s house at night 
end induced him to sign.

Dining Room Decoration. 

lik wall paper for the dining 
TL room should be chosen wit’ 
reference to the floor covering, 
the window space and lighting, the 
furniture and the papere of the 
rooms opening from the dining room. 
For a sunny room, a quiet shade of 
the cool colors, gray, green or blue, 
may be used; for a northern expos- 
ure, a warmer color, buff org gold, 
verging toward orange, is better. 
red is warm, even hot, some- 
times, but can hardly be used unless 
there is relief from it in unusual 
wood paneling and hangings to 
soften it. It is almost never good 
for a dining room. Ked, however, 
is a good auxiliary color and a row 
of crimson geraniums in the window 
is almost as good as an open fire. 
Wall paper is a background, ordi- 
narily, and should be unobtrusive in 
design, as we!!l as in color, not a flar- 
ing pattern upon which no picture 
can be hung, and from which the eye 

has no refuge in the room. 
Curtains do more to make or mar 
than any other one detail. 
They should frame, not conceal the
